I think our 
legislative bodies have illustrated this when four years ago they made 
it mandatory on every county in the state to build n hi^h school within 
tvio year*. There was liftle in;iiidatorv coneeniing the poor, small 
BfiJiools scattered tiiroiijrhout the counties. These "thirty and nine** 
imor devils will have little chance to get within sight of a high school 
»t ;nl. but must plod along as l>e-t tl:ev niny. 

It is true tho same legislature allowed the fiscal court to levy a 
tax of 20 cents on the $100 for school purposes in each county. It is 
also true that many of the counties levying this tax have used it 
lar^rely in est;ibli-^liin2 a lii<;h seliofi] at the CDiintv seat or some of!ier 
town, which is unfair to tliese "thirty and nine" who do not get to the 
high school.

Tlie cities and lartje towns and wealthier 
ij-wrtions of the counties have the jiiek of the teachers because they pay 
Jiigher salaries and the environment generally is more attractive. 
Thus the haek ^striets in the counties (where there are general^ 
more children) are compelled to get along with the ciieapest and poor- 
est teachers. These teaehera, as a rule, liave the minimum salaries. 
>Jow, I hold that these "thirty and nine" out in tho back districts for 
fjood results need the best teaehers or at least as good as the beet 

This conditiofi can be met at once by llie cuiinfy board-t supyde- 
menting the salaries of teaehers in the poor districtH out of the county 
funds.

The other half 
flred at Weir and the scout, both of 
whom fell dead, while Lieutenant Hall 
eacaped unharmed. Then they at- 
tacked Lieutenant Hall and his threo 
comradeH, who retre.Tted slowly from 
cover to cover, holding their aasall- 
ants In check until tbe abootlng waa 
beard at tbe camp and a liody of 
men rrHle out to the rescue and the 
Utes fled. Lieutenant Hall wuk glveu 
a medal of honor for his gallantry. 

All of bis service was In the weat 
until appointed an aasistant adjutant- 
general witb the rank of major ia 
November. 1U8. He bad been a 
member of the departjnont, dlvlaloa, 
army, and dlattagulsbed marksmsa 
teaujs between 1879 and lfc92, and 
won' medals upon all these teams, 
shooting with carbine and revolver. 
He left the department of Texas la 
April, where he had be«n adju- 

tant general, to go to tbe do- 
partment of tbe Oulf at Atlanta, 
and iu February, MM, he waa sent to 
the department of Porto Rico. Ha 
went to the department of tbe 
in moi. and tbe Pblllpploes div 
in Itoa. He became Usui 
colonel in 18VT, colonel In 
general In 1M4.
